NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—The regatta com- 
mittee of the New York Yacht Club has 
decided that today's race between the Re- 
liance and Shamrock III shall be postponed 
owing to the high wind and heavy sea out- 
side Bandy Hook. a 

The committee named Monday as the day 
for the next race. It was also decided to 
hold the races every day thereafter until 
the international contest is decided. 

The decision was reached at a meeting 
held in the yacht club at 7 o'clock this 
morning, at which a dispatch was read 
from C. Oliver Iselin saying that at a meet- 
ing held on board the tender Sunbeam at 
Sandy Hook this morning it had been de- 
cided, in consequence of the prevailing 
gale, no attempt should be made to race 
the yachts. 

This is the first time in the history 
America’s cup contest that a race has been 
postponed because of too much wind. 

Today the third of the present series of 
races was to have been sailed. Following 
the futile effort of Thursday, when there 
was not wind enough to complete the race 
within the time limit, it was earnestly 
hoped by vachtsmen that today's contest 
would be decisive and the series completed. 

Ten hours after Thursday's drifting fall- 
ure a storm broke over the course and 
raged about Sandy Hook. The water was 
tumbled into waves that troubled even an 
ocean liner. The .wind blew with a veloc- 
ity estimated between 40 and 50 miles, and 
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the rain driven before it obscured the vis- 
ion beyond a mile or two. 

Within the sheltering bend of Sandy 
Hook, where the two racing yachts rode 
at their moorings, the water was compara~ 
tively quiet this morning, while across the 
sandy peninsula on the ocean side the surf 
boomed as It proxe upon the beach.

They had been the chief promoters of the 
bridge and the bridge terminals. They had 
declared that it would bring commercial 
émancipation to St. Louis. hes @:ad told 
about low bridge tolls and $1 switching 
rates which should forever after be the 
boon of St. Louis. 

President Francis had said that the 
bridge would be “practically free’ and thus 
“would be an inducement for the construc- 
tion of new railroads east and west.” 

“We understand.’ he has said further, 
‘that under the present arrangements the 
Exchange directors control the St. Louis 
Merchants’ Bridge Co. and will be the 
virtual owner of the franchise granted.’’ 


Charter Forbade 


Its Consolidation. 
Aroused by the inviting outlook all the 
business organizations joined in support 


af the bridge movement and it was pushed 
through. As proof of good Intentions the 
charter granted by Congress for the bridge 
forbude its consolidation with any other 
br¢ige. It was always to be a free lance 
in *trans-river traffic. 

Later, however, this was quietly changed 
by direction of the bridge company s0 
that stockholders in other bridges could 
also be stockholders in the Merchants | 
bridge. 

The franchise ordinances for the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge Terminal specified that $1 
should be the maximum switching charge, 
but examination of the ordinance since by 
the city’s legal department shows that It 
is so worded that it cannot be enforced. 

As soon as the bridge was completed it 
was leased to the bridge terminal company 
which was its rail-oad auxiliary and which 
vas owned by the same — represent- 
ing the Merchants’ Exchange. 

Under the freezing methods of Gould the 
enthusiasm for a _ (free bridge rapidly 
chilled. Three years and a half of it were 
enough and in 1893 the Terminal Associa- 
tion, fostered by Gould, got control of the 
Merchants’ bridge. The Vandalia, the 
Toledo, St. Louis & Western and the Jack- 
sonville Southwestern closed their § St. 
Louis freight houses and moved to East 
St. Louls. They had to patronize the Ter- 
minal Association's monopoly as there was 
no other way for them to reach St. Louls. 
The Vandalia is now a member of the 
‘lerminal Association. 

The Merchants’ bridge stockholders had 
nade the completion of the monopoly easy 
when they leased Merchants’ bridge to the 
Merchants’ Bridge Terminal. Th’s lease 
wus perpetual 
All that the Terminal Association had to 
do was to buy 17800 shares of Merchants’ 
Bridge Terminal stock. That was a ma- 
jority and with it went the lease to the 
bridge. The .association also uaranteed 
the princtpal and interest on $3.500,000 Mer- 
chants’ Bridge Term!nal bonds and the 
interest on $2,000,000 Merchants’ bridge 
bonds. 

Since 1893 the moves of the Terminal As. 
scclation have merely been a strengthen- 
ing of its monopoly. 

It has taken in as members several rall- 
roads which had previously merely been 
patrons. Members bind themselves forever 
to use the Termjnal's tracks and bridges 
They also guarantee to pay their share of 
running expenses and the bonded ‘ndebted- 
ness. There are now fourteen roads in the 
association. They include all the trunk 
lines entering St.. Louis. 

Through its financial agents. J. P. Mor- 
gin & Co... the Terminal has issued circu- 
lars accompanying bond issues boasting o! 
its perpetual control of the two bridges 
amd of Hts monopoly of the entrances to St 
Lauis. 

It has also secured a controlling interest 
within the past vear in the Wiggins Fer 
ry Co. thus adding the beat transfer 
to fife bridges and largely increasine its 
terminals.

Sleeper in Which the Players Rode 
Turned Completely Over and the 
Men Were Jumbled One on Top of 
Other, but None Severely Hurt. 


ONE REPORT SAID FOUR 
WERE BADLY INJURED 


The Teams Will Not Arrive in Time 
to Play a Double-Header Today, but

FT. WAYNE, Ind., Aug. 2.—The Clevé- 


land and St. Louls American League clubs 
had a miraculous escape from almost total 


annihilation about 1 o'clock this morning 
at Napoleon, O. ; 

A special train of two sleepers and bag- 
gage car left Toledo over the Wabash at 
11:3) last night with the Napoleons and 
the Browns en route’ for St. Loule. The 
first sleeper contained the Cleveland club, 
while the St. Louls club were in the rear 
car. The accident occurred at the cross. 
ing of the Wabash and the Detroit Southe 
ern tracks, Just before the train would have 
entered Napoleon, O., Engineer M. B 
Baker evidentiy became confused anda 
thought he saw a white light indicating 
that he had the right of way for the crose- 
Ing and pulled his train into the derall 
running at the rate of about #@ miles an 
hour 

As soon as he felt the forward trucks of 
the engines strike the ties he slapped on the 
emergency brake. and by so doing probably 
saved the life of more than one ball player, 
He succeeded in reducing the headway of 
the train so that when the cars went inte 
the ditch the sides were not crushed in. 

The Cleveland sleeper turned completely 
over on one side, and the boys on the upper 
side were thrown over on top of those whe 
occupied berths on the opposite side of the 
car 


Ball Players Jumbled 


Together in a Mass. 

The result was a terrible conglomeratio® 
of ball players, clothes,. uniforms, bags. 
Luckily, before the end of @ 
minutes every member of the Cleveland 
club had succeeded in climbing through 
the windows on the upper side of the car 
with almost all their baggage. 

Vice-President C. W. Somers of the 
Cleveland club was in the rear car talking 
to Manager McAleer of the St. Louis club 
at the time the accident occurred and es- 
caped with nothing worse than a good 
shaking up, as that car did not turn com- 
pletely over, as did the Cleveland sieéper. 
It was an anxious moment for Mr. SBom- 
ers, however, when he reached the ground 
and stepped forward to see what had hap- 
pered. There lay the car- containing the 
Cleveland players on 
lights all out, enveloped in steam from 
the engine, and not a sign of life any- 
wiiere. 

Most of the Napoleons were asleep’ at 
the time the car turned over, and it took 
everyone about five minutes to realize in 


where they were and what had happened. 
When'they grappled the situation, every- 
one was*cool and then began asking one 
another if they were all right until every 
man was accounted for, before any atten- 
tion was made to communicate with the 
outside world. 

Another engine and one sleeper was sent 
to the scene of the wreck from Toledo. and 
both clubs were compelled to ride to Fort 
Wayne, Ind.. in this one car. 

At this point it was found impossible toe 
get another sleeper so a chair car was at- 
tached. Tle accident will make it impos- 
sible for the two clubs to reach St. Louis 
in time to play a double-header today, but 
they hope to pull off one game.

‘“Reirut is only a small, unimportant city 
at best. It is on the Syrian coast. far 
away from the seat of the Macedonian 
troubles, and, with the absolute suppres- 
sion of news and newspapers, it is safe to 
say that a large share of the population 
do not know at the present moment thut 
any trouble exists in Macedonia or Eyro- 
van Turkey. When I was at Beirut the 
Byrinsi Protestant College—a_ splendid in- | 
stitution, by the way—gave a field dav. 
and invited the Turkish authorities to wit- 
ness the sports. The Turkish governor 
did not attend, but reported that night by 
telegraph to the Sultan that the Ameri- 
cans had offered his royal highness an jin- | 
sult by having the Turkjsh military band | 
play all the afternoon under a tent, from | 
the flagpole of which floated the stars and 
stripes.

Barbee 
recovered and fired three shots at the 
fugitive.

CARNEGIE FOSSIL COLLECTION. 


Bought It in Russia for Price Exceed- 
ing $250,000. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—Dr. William J. 
Holland, director of the Carnegie Museum 
of Pittsurg, Pa., and confidential ‘adviser 
to Andrew Carnegie in things scientific, 
has passed through this city with what is 
belleved to be the greatest collection of 
fossils, in point of species, in the world*to- 
day. 

The collection was purchased from ®aron 
De Boyet of Brussels, Belgium, at a price 
said to exceed $250,000. 

A cable dispatch some weeka ago an- 
nounced that Mr. Carnegie had purchased 
the collection for Harvard Unversity. Dr.

The collection represents the work of over 
half a century. It contains fosalls of 
many birds and fish, of which only one or 
two duplicates are known to exist. The 
specimens came across the Atlantic packed 
in 258 boxes, the whole weighing 30 tons.

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TRANSIT OFFICIALS HELD GUILTY. 

The evidence in the Harter case seems to support the ver- 
dict of the coroner’s jury holding the motorman of the car 
guilty ‘of criminal negligence and the officials of the transit 
company equally guilty if not more so. ,

MUNICIPAL GARBAGE COLLECTION. 


It is the opinion of Assistant Health Commissioner Francis 
that “until the city undertakes the collection of garbage for 
itself, the work can never be done satisfactorily except at 
enormous expense.” 

This is expert opinion, and, considering the attitude which 
Mr. Francis has maintained since the adoption of the present 
ordinance, it is more than usually significant. 

The fact is, that the city is under “enormous expense” to 
have the garbage collected, but it is not collected. 

It is impossible to enforce the ordinances against house- 
holdera under a contract. Inspection shows that out of 1600 
houses in only 160 were legal receptacles found. This is not 
surprising. An ordinance framed for the profit of a con- 
tractor and the convenience of the mere citizen must con- 
{ain provisions which operate to the inconvenience of the lat- 
ter. It is impossible to mix public and private purpose in the 
same act and get good results. 

Thé lesson is pretty well learned. It must be acted upon. 
The establishment of a municipal garbage plant can be in- 
sured by energetic work within the next year, and municipal 
garbage collection can be made certain by careful prepara-

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BLOCKADING STREETS. 

The blockading of streets by excavations of all sorts and 
for all purposes has become an intolerable nuisance in St. 
Louis. 

An example can be seen in the Cabanne district. Clemens, 
Cates, Cabanne, Vernon, Maple and Chamberlain avenues are 
all torn up and impassable for teams. A region comprised 
within tuve blocks north and south is in many parts inacces- 
sible for the delivery of goods. The streets are to all intents 
and purposes put out of business. 

Moreover, when the work is finished, the contractors leave 
the street full of mud, back water and debris, an unsightly 
and unhealthy mass, dangerous alike to the comfort and 
health of the residents in the neighborhood. 

Such methods of doing public business would not be toler- 
ated in any community having even the rudiments of civic 
pride, and a capable governmént. The loose, lazy, devil-may- 
care methods in vogue in this town are a disgrace even to 
a city whose habitual method is slatternly and unkempt. 

The authorities should look after this matter. Contract- 
ors care nothing for exhortations. They must be forced to 
do the work with the least inconvenience to citizens, and 
when they have done it, compelled to restore the street to 
good condition.

THE STRAIN OF MOTORING. 

The strain put upon the nerves of the automobilist in swift 
driving or upon a crowded street is the subject of an inquiry 
by the London Hospitai, which finds that “speed madness” 
is literally a phase of morbid degeneracy, threatening “com- 
plete and permanent breakdown” in those addicted, even when 
they escape accident. It is described with refreshing frank- 
ness as “a natural result of the moral and physical decadence 
which is common in the second generation of the newly rich.” 
Young men cursed with too much money, “whose nervous sys- 
tems, often shaken by debauchery, are saturated with alco- 
hol and tobacco,” have been let loose to career along the 
roads without restraint. The result, medically con@ered, is 
thus portrayed: 

“It is only necessary to watch the face of a driver in a busy 
road in order to realize the amount of strain which is thrown 
upon him. The tense muscles are a sufficient index of the cor- 
responding tension of the nervous system generally; and no 
physiologist can doubt that such tension cannot be prudently 
endured for any long period of time, at least until it has been 
rendered second nature by experience or even by descent.” 

That the reckless automobilist is his own worst foe has 
been generally recognized It is where he endangers other: 
that the law must be invuked to check, to quell, if necessary 
to punisb.

ABOUT RADIUM. 


(Theodore Walters in Everybody's Maga- 
zine.) 

No one, not even Mme. Curie, has yet 
gcen radium in a pure state. It has been 
possible to obtain it so far only in com- 
bination with other material. It is judged 
by the effect of its properties, which are 
truly remarkable. It is a product of pitch- 
blende, which is found deep in the earth. 
Most of that which has been used for ex- 
periment came from a mine in Bohemia. 
It is found also in Baxony, in Cornwall 
and in Colorado. The quantity already 
found is 80 small that the figurative price 
of a gram has been placed at $10,000. It 
may be that there are large quantities of it 
stored under the surface somewhere, but 
the man. who found a quantity of 
it .n a state of anything like purity would 
prebably not live to teH the tale. The 
particles which fly from it are charged 
with electricity, and at night it shines forth 
with a phosphoresence which has been 
shining since the beginning of all things, 
and which will go on shining until the final 
extinetion of all matter. A small quantity 
of it in the possession of M. Curie has 
caused the most painful biisters when 
brought in contact with the skin. A small 
narticle of radium salt was sealed in a 
glass tube, placed in a pasteboard box and 
tied to Prof. Curle’s sleeve for an hour 
and a half. It produced a suppurating 
scre which did not teal for over three 
months Prof, Curte thinks that a person 
entering a room containing a pound of ra- 
dium would be blinded. Judging by what 
is expertenced with a grain of it a pound 
would exhibit all the properties of the sun 
condensed Inte small space. No, he would 
not te lucky who found a pound of ra- 
dium. 
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A FRENCHMAN’S VIEW OF. US. 


M. Jules Cambon, not very long ago am- 
bassador of France to the United States, 
telis us in his little volume of essays 
and addresses entitled ‘“‘France and the 
United States” (D. Appleton & Co.. New 
York), that the French and American peo- 
ples are very mugeh alike. 

He also laughs at the conventional fic- 
tion which classes Americans as Anglo- 
Saxons and the French as Latins. ‘“‘We 
Frenchmen,’ he says, “who are lemish 
and Normans, Bretons and Basques, we 
who hail from Savoy and Auvergne, from 
3urgundy and Lorraine, and who, even in 
Provence, have nothing Latin save the 
tongue,” and “you ‘Anglo-Saxons,” you 
who number many less Englishmen than 
Celts from Scotland and Ireland, than 
Germans and Italians, and not many more 
than Frenchmen!”’ 

Again, it is curfous and instruetive to 
read thai we Americans know only the 
Frenchman of cafe and boulevard, who is 
not tne real Frenchman at all, and that {t 
is mainly the Frenchman's fault that we do 
not know him. He excludes us from his 
domestic life. M. Cambon once asked 
Charles Dana Gibson why he drew only 
the scenes in low Parisian Places of 
amusement which no Frenchman of dis- 
tinction would ever think of frequenting, 
and it was of this exclusiveness that Gib- 
son complained. ‘You do not permit us 
to enter your homes,” he said. “I have 
drawn that which you exhibit to us when 
we visit France.”’

Americans Hope to Succeed Where 
Explorer Andre Met Failure 
and Death. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 29.—‘‘If Ser- 
geant Julius R. Frederick recovers from his 
present illness, we will sail to the North 
Pole next year,’’ said P. E. McDonnell of 
Chicago, who is at the Frederick Home.-in 
this city. 

Sergeant Frederick, who is a survivor of 
the Greely north pole expedition, is in a 
critical condition. McDonnell. has_ been 
working with Frederick on the latter's plans 
to make a dash for the north pole in an 
airship. 

Mr. McDonnell 
signed statement: 

“I have called on my friend, Sergeant 
Frederick, and find him critically ill, but 
convalescent, so that I have every hope of 
his ultimate recovery in the near future, 
and our trip to the north and back will 
assuredly be made next summer unless 
something unforeseen happens. 

“The work on the motor and such small 
parts as can be constructed in our machine 
shop is favor @®y progressing, but as the 
large body ca Sot be constructed until a 
bullding in size 450 feet long, 60 feet wide 
and 75 feet high of clear inside space is 
made, as a shop to construct this machine 
in that it may be protected from the weath- 
er, we have not started on this part. 

“The building will cost about $20,000, and 

the airship about $10,000. The three air- 
ships that we intend to use, however, can 
be built in this one building, as well as 
many others. 
“The lack of this large sum of money }s 
at present delaying us somewhat, but we 
have hopes of raising it this winter at 
least. If we do, then we will be in a way 
to compete at the St. Louis Fair for the 
$100,000 prize.’’

MARCONI BRINGS 


WIAVENTIONS 


Declares They Will Perfect His Wire- 
less Telegraph System in 
Three Months. 


Bpecia! to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—‘Within three 
months we shall be sending messages of 
any length by wireless teelgraphy from 
Canada to England,”’ sald Marconi, shortly 
after he left the Lucania on which he ar- 
rived from Europe this morning. 

“I have brought four new inventions 
with. me to improve the wireless system,” 
said Marconi. “‘When they ‘are added to 
the instruments now in use, messages will 
be transmitted as easily across the Atlantic 
as they are now transmitted from station 
to station here.’’ 

The improvements, which he brings, rep- 
resent, he says. the longest stride forward 
that wireless telegraphy has taken. 

Marconi went direct to the home of 
Thomas A. Edison at Orange to consult 
him about his new plans and inventions, 
and discuss the affairs of the company at 
full length. Mr. Edison is a consulting en- 
gineer of the Marconi company and is re- 
gurded by Mr. Marconi as the best in- 
formed man in America on wireless teleg- 
raphy. 

He will then consult patent lawyers to 
secure his rights to the invention, and, 
after a short stay in this city, will go to 
Canada. 

Marconi accomplished some wonders on 
the voyage. From the moment the Lu- 
ecania left Liverpool until she dropped 
anchor at quarantine, she was in consvant 
communation with both continents at 
almost the same time. It is the first time 
such a feat of telegraphing has been done. 

He rearranged the wires merely as a 
test. but it worked so satisfactorily that 
almost at the same instant he passengers 
were learning about the trial of the Hum- 
berts in Paris-and the results of the yacht 
races in America. 

The same instrumem, after ticking off 
messages from Cornwall, was started 


working almost immediately by another 
message from Canada. The success of the 
experiment was the main topic ormthe voy- 


age. 
The Marconigrams became so frequent 
that there was little room for anything 
else in the “‘Cunard Bulletin’’—a four-page 
»aper published on board. The news of 
soth continents was read on the same 
page. and the results of the yacht races 
were known within a few hours after they 
were finished:
